The Grace of God Sufficient For Every Test 
That Comes, . 


CBEDIENCE NECESSARY THAT GRACE MAY BE GIVEN. 


No one can tell us just what 
will happen in the world next. 
There have been so many pe- 
culiar happenings, and strange 
occurrences that one need not he 
surprised at anything anymore. 


No matter what takes place 
next there is one thing that ev- 
ery child of God should keep in 
mind and that is that it is no 
time to waver now. Ev@n if a 
person is only converted and 
has never tasted of sanctifica- 
tion he should stand firm and 
unwavering as far as he has gone. 
There is no allowance made for 
sin even in a converted life. 
God makes a way for escape 
in time of temptation just as 
well then as when one is on 
a higher plain of experience. 
The way of escape is to get sanc- 
tified and rooted and grounded 
in love. 


In explaining what a Ohristian 
is expected to be the writer of 
Hebrews says, ‘Let us hold fast 
the profession of our faith with- 
out wavering.’’ What ever our 
profession may be, stand steady 
in it. If one is only converted, 
stand steady. If he is only sanc. 
tified, stand steadfast, without 
wavering. If one is filled with 
the Holy Ghost he is still ex- 
pected to be solid and fixed. No 
turning back is tolerated. God 
is faithful that promised. (Heb. 
(10 :23.) If there is any waver- 
ing it is because of the unfaith- 
fulness of man, and not the un- 
faithfulness of God. God is al- 
ways faithful. He never fails on 
His part. 


It is said, ‘‘He that wavereth 
is like a wave of the sea driven 
with the wind and _ tossed.’’ 
Jas. 1:6.) Of course there can 
be no objections to the waves of 
the sea being driven and tossed, 
but there are objections to Ohris- 
tians being driven and tossed 
about. And the Book _planly 
states that a wavering man need 
not expect anything from the 
Lord (James 1:7.) This may 
be one reason that some people 
do not get anything more from 
the Lord than they do. They 
are unstable. They are double 
minded, They have a mind one 
way one day and then the re- 
verse the next day. 


There can be no peace, no sat- 
isfaction in such a life. All out 
and out for the Lord one day and 
possibly in the ‘‘dumps” and 
‘blues’? the next. Hold on by 
faith in God without wavering. 
Do not be moved about by un- 
godly-influences. Set your stakes 
right and then stand right there. 
It is said of the martyr, Jerome, 
that ‘‘until the last, when he 
was hidden from men’s sight by 
flame and smoke, he appeared to 
them unshaken in spirit, and of 
a good courage ”’ : 

If a man can be firm and un- 
shaken at a time like that, what 
a shame it is that one will waver 
when in the presence of influences 
of much les: weight! William 
Hunter,a young man of only nine 
teen years was brought before 
the executioner for a fina! settle- 
ment, the stake was set, the wood 
was prepared and all wa: ready 


for the burning. In the last mo- 
ments the sheriff presented a let- 
ter from the queen, and said, ‘‘If 
thou wilt recant,thon shalt live :if 
not, thou. shalf be burned.” 
‘*No,” answered the young man; 
“I wall not recant, God willing ” 
Then this noble young man arose 
and went to the stake with an 
unwavering spirit and stood firm 
tothe end. Truly, the grace of 
God is sufficient for every test 
that comes. 


God wants men now that are 
possessed with the martyr spirit 
whether they ever have to suffer 
martyrdom or not He wants 
them to stand without wavering. 
We can do it if we will, God’s 
grace is always sufficient for the 
very hardest test. He never has 
forsaken His humble obedient 
follower. But obedience is 
necessary that grace may be 
given. Noone need expect grace 
without obedience. Wavering is 
disobedience and no _ wonder 
James says he that wavereth 
need not expect anything from 
the Lord. 

Men and brethren, arise in the 
strength of the Lord and be 
strong in the Lord and in the 
power of His might! ‘There are 
a sufficient number of weaklings 
without yon joining the crowd. 
Quit yourselves like men and be 
strong. Remember that it is 
said. ‘‘The people that do know 
their God shall be strong and do 
exploits.’”?> (Dan. 11:82.) And 
these are the last days in which 
these exploits shall be done 
But a man that wavers need not 
expect to be strong in the Lord 
or do exploits either. 


Now if it takes obedience to 
assure@@ne of the grace in time 
of trouble, and if one has to have 
grace in order to stand in the 
hour of tronble, sur: ly people 
ought to Wbey. And following 
His instructions in regard to feet 
washing Jesus said, “If ye know 
these things, happy are ye if ye 
do them,’’ (John 13:17,) 

1 notice that all the writers of 
the Bible encourage obedience to 
God. And itis plainly indicated 
that God frowns upon the diso- 
bedient. If I obey that sweet 
voice then I am blest. If I re-) 
fuse to obey, it is usually 
rebellion. And rebellion is a 
serious thing In making acom- 
parison Samuel said, ‘‘Rebellion 
is as the sin of witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as iniquity and 
idolatry.’’? (1 Sam. 15:23.) This 
shows that deliberate disobedi- 
ence is sin. 


Watch some lives and you will 
see that they are overcome in 
almost every test. They seem 
to have no. power to resist temp- 
tation. They yield almost every 
time. There is certainly some- 
thing wrong in that life. If the 
truth is revealed it will be dis- 
covered that that very person 
has failed to obey some of the 
plain commands of Scripture. 

It is not much wonder that 
spirituality has largely departed 
from the commonchurches.

And in many instances 
the temptation that would throw 
the disobedient into disgrace 
and ruin would hardly be recog- 
nized asa temptation by those 
who are kept spiritual because of 
loving obedience to Jesus and 
His Bible. 


If you want to be spiritual and 
rise above temptations so they 
will searcely be noticed by you, 
Obey! There is the secret of 
victory. ‘There is the secret of 
happiness. There is the hinge 
upon which swings the bulwark 
of protection and security. It is 
as impossible for the” devil to 
have power Over a_ perfectly 
obedient person as it is for you 
to fly tothe moon. If ever Satan 
tried to win in a conflict it was 
when he undertook’ to overthrow 
our Lord in the wilderness. But 
Jesus was. victor because He 
was perfectly obedient to the will 
of the Father, Paul stood true 
in the severest trials because 
he was not disobedient to the 
heavenly vision. (Acts 26:19 ) 


We are now in the ‘‘perilous 
times’’ spoken of by the apostle 
Paul. . (2 Tim. 3:1.) We are in 
the world, with the people of the 
world, although not of the world, 
and we will haveto endure many 
privations and grievous things 
and the archfiend of unrigl:teous- 
ness will do all in his power to| 
cause us to swerve from the strait 
and narrow path,but we dare not 
waver We must be braced so 
solid by our obedience and faith 
that nothing can shake us. 

The time is fast approaching 
when everything that can be 
shaken will be removed. (Heb. 
r12:27.) And this time will affect 
all who are not settled and estab- 
lished in the doctrine and princi- 
ples as laid down in the Bible. 
Paul was one time much sur. 
prised that the Galatians had 
turned out of the way so soon, 
but it is not so surprising now 
since the combined forces of 
earth and hell are focused on the 
children of the most high God. 
The roarings and allurings of 
Satan are having an’ effect on 
many, but there are also many 
that are as solidasa rock. They 
cannot be shaken. They will 
not even waver the least bit. 
They are fixed. 


Paul’s people were removed 
from the right way because cer- 
tain false teachers came along 
and taught contrary to Paul in 
his absence, and the people were 
not established, so away they 
went. This is one thing that 
causes wavering now. It is false 
teachers flinging theit poison

Paul did not give up his people 
to the enemy without special 
effort to regainthem. Thesame 
principle is in our hearts, and 
we are going to warn them first, 
This we bave been doing for 
years. Many have heeded the 
warning and are settled and fixed 
today, while others are still float- 
ing. 

It is because of the breaking 
and shaking influences that exist 
that has prompted this message. 
[fhe Oburch of God will stand 
the storms, even if some do de. 
part from her, but it is those 
that depart that are objects of 
pity, and those that follow after 
them, also, but they will have 
to take the consequences, 

I wish I could emphasize the 
importance of this subject, be- 
cause on account of the existing 
conditions it is the worst time 
ever known to waver. ‘There are 
so many theories, isms, cisms, 
and false ways ‘hat if any one is 
the least bit i:clined (to waver 
there are plenty of inducements, 
there are plenty of people to 
beckon their hands and. say, 
Oome this way, this is the 
right way. And the inducements 
are innumerable. But in spite 
of all of these and other existing 
circumstances there are multi- 
tudes that are standing solid, and 
no inducements can cause them 
to waver ii) the least. 


But this is a time that calls 
for deep spirituality. This isa 
cure for many ills. Nestle close 
to Jesus and feel His blessed 
presence. And remember He is 
a friend that sticketh closer than 
a brother. He will succor yu 
and protect you when all else 
will fail, And those who are 
closest to Him are the carefulest 
to obey Him. And these are 
they who will never falter in the 
severest test. 

God bless you, beloved, I be- 
lieve you will stand, even in the 
evil day, without wavering. He 
is faithful that has called you and 
if you will stand true to Him He 
will always stand by you.

| man is the head of the wife, but 
| the wife has members in her 
| body—head, hands, lower limbs, 
\and feet. But she is subject to 
her head—her husband. So with 
the Church, she is subject to 
Ohrist. And as the wife is called 
by her husband’s name, so with " 
the Ohurch, it bears the name 
of her husband—Christ. And as 
the son bears the name of his 
father, his wife bears that name. 
Example: John Matthews’ son’s 
wife would bear the name of 
Matthews, so the Ohurch: Ohrist 
the Son of God, therefore His 
Ohurch would bear the name, 
Ohurch of God. Hallelujah! 


As the wife has members in 
her body, so does the Church, 
but is subject to her husband— 
Christ. They are as follows: The 
head—the five principles} that 
rule or care for the other mem- 
bers of the body are (1) General 
overseer; (2) Elders; (8) Over- 
seers of states; (4) District over- 
seers; (5) Pastors. 

The arms and hands. These 
two members administer help 
aud provide for the maintenance 
of the body. These are tithes, 
the two tithes system now in 
force. Tithes to the local charches, 
tithes to headquarters. The body, 
the Ohurch at large. .? 

The lower limbs and feet. These 
members hold up all the mem- 
bers and are the knowledge of 
the truth. This is the Bible 
training school. These are all in 
the Ohurch of God. The body of 
Ohrist. It takes all of these to be 
the Ohurch of God. If it had no 
order, no system, it could not 
represent the body of Ohrist. It 
would not be of Him. But the 
Ohurch of God has the charac- 
teristics of Ohrist in her. Itisa 
body like this that Jesus will 
catch away in the air. ‘ 

The infant knows not how to 
use its members as a perfect man, 
so the Ohurch has to develop to 
a perfect man in Ohrist. (Eph.4: 
13.) It means more to be a mem- 
ber of the Ohurch of God than 
some think. 


With the human body it is i" 
often the case that a member 
becomes paralyzed and is of no 
use to the body; and it is the 
case sometimes that such useless 
member is amputated. So with 
the Church of God. (Matt. 3:10.) 
But God always has one to put 
in the place of the one removed. 

The Word of God is true, and 
will meet us all at the judgment. 
It is plain when understood. 

To be a true member you 
must be under the control of the 
Head. Suppose your lungs would 
not yield to the command of 
your nose when the body needs 
fresh air, what would you do? 
Suppose your hands would not 
obey the commands of your taste 
when you are hungry, suppose 
your feet would not obey the 
warning of youreyes when they 
see danger. In the conditions 
described above there would not 
be much system and order. Do 
you think Jesus had a body like 
that? The way some express 
themselves they think so. 

Now we have tried to make 
it clear that the Ohurch of God 
is the body of Christ, therefore 
it must have order and system,

3. As God had created mian for 


with him to redeem him back in 
His likeness, that he may fill 
the mission predestinated for 
him. This He did by giving 
leaders to lead them. In the 
plan was included offering sac- 
rifices, the law etc. But this did 
not put mankind back in the 
same relationship with God that 
He was at the beginning, so He 
made the redemption complete 
by giving His Son as a sacrifice ; 
thereby man, by sccepting the 
sacrifice, can be put back in 
favor with God as he once was 
so that he can fill his place as 
God intended. And though he 
had used his members in ways 
not pleasing to God, he now can 
use them to the glory of God. 
This is a type of the Ohurch of 
God. Jesus came in the likeness 
of man. His body consisted of 
members as do ours. Here we 
will dwell on the human body. 


There are five characteristics 
that rule or care for the body. 
These are feeling, seeing, hear- 
ing, smelling and tasting. We 
all know that the other members 
of the body obey and _ yield to 
these members and their lead- 
ings. All these are of the head. 
Then comes the arms and hands. 
These provide for the whole 
body, by laboring etc., then the 
body, the members at large, 
then the lower limbs and feet 
which we stand upon and travel 
about with. 

The human body is made up 
of many members, buteach one 
is subject to the other. A perfect 
form of government, discipline 
and order. And Jesus, though He 
was the Son of God, His body 


consisted of members as ours 
do, 


The Ohurch of Gol is the body 
ot Christ. ‘‘Upon this rock,’’ He 
says,*‘I will build my church.” 
(Matt, 16:18.) ‘‘And hath put 
all things under his feet and 
gave him to be the head over all 
things to the church, which is 
his body, the fullness of him 
that filleth all in all.’’ (#ph.1: 
22, 23.) . 

Shortly after Jesus took His 
departure back to heaven His 
Church grew and _ prospered: 
Three thousand were added in 
one day.
